Its The 
Folding That 
Matters 


By ELEANOR ROSS 


HERE'S both art and science in 
troning and folding: table Nnen 
correctly, All the care in washing 
and drying fine Ilnen will be wast- 
ed, and the fine aopearance destroy- 
ed if these tasks aro not tackled 
with care, After all, there is’ such 
a minute difference between doing a 
task well and an indifferent job, 
that surely it is worth the  casy 
“second mile” to do the job right. 
Fine damask cloths and napkins 
should be well dampened and rolled 
down several hours before - ironing, 
Both froners and electric trons with 
nutomatic heat contro! inditate the 
highest heat for linens, Neverthe- 
less, the hent should bo carefully 
watched. Tho tess the amount of 
dampness that has to be ironed, the 
more likelihood that the iron will 
get hotter than was intended. Iron- 
Ing with too much heat will result 
in a faint yellowness if not an actual 
scorch. Linens should be troned 
first on the wrong side and then on 
the right. 


Fold Lengthwise 

When ironed dry, dinner. napkins 
are folded lengthwise Into — thirds, 
tea napkins into halves. The same 
folds ure then repeated crosswise 
The folds should be pressed In gent- 
jy with the hands. This is a pro- 
fessional trick always employed by 
a good Inundress. She knows that 
hard creases with the iron tends to 
break the fibre, Beeause of their 
size, table cloths have to be ironed 
with’ a“ fold down the centre,, This 
Is tho only crear that the etiquette 
of correct table setting permits, ‘The

Folding Crosswiso 

Since crosswise folds. are taboo 
on a well tallored table, the length- 
wise folded cloth should be folded 
back and forth loosely in the’ linen 
drawer. But this docs take.a lot of 
room and, loose as the folds are, 
they may develop into humps that 
just won't He flat when the cloth is 
on the table. Rolling around a mail. 
ing tube, a sawed-off broom hand!e 
or a yard length of curtain pole will 
Keep a cloth flat and creaseless, In 
the case of a large banquet ‘cloth 
which may not be used again for 
some time, rolling Nke absorbent 
cotton in blue paper will keep the 
cloth a gleaming white, free from 
nny tint of yellow.

havoe in the body. Citing just one 
example, a deficiency of certain vi- 
tamins may lead to conditions af- 
fecting the mouth and gums. I refer 
especially to a deficiency of Vitamin 
C, which causes scurvy. 

In scurvy there are mouth symp- 
toms, including bleeding under the 
lining membrane around the jaw 
bone, and spongy, swollen, bleeding 
gums. In advanced cases, actual 
loosening of the teeth may occur. 
There fs some evidence indicating 
that certain cases of pum Inflam- 
mation may be tho result of mild 
seurvy. 


disturbance of the eyes with palin, 
when the eyes are exposed to light, 
and somo inflammation of the lining 
membrane over the eye. These 
symptoms due to riboflavin defi- 
clency clear up quickly when the 
preparation is administered. 


Not enough niacin, also n part of 
the Vitamin B-complex, will cause 
the tongue to become swollen and 
scarlet In colour. There is likely to 
be an excessive saliva formation. 
These symptoms may bo accom- 
panied by diarrhoea and vomiting; 
also a skin cruption, with headache, 
dizziness, and sleeplessness, 

There fs also evidence that a lack 
of nincln may be a contributing 
factor. to the development of a 
mouth {infection known as Vincent's 
angina. 


Vitamin “Deficiency

tion of large groups of people, who 


have had limifed amounts. of Vita- 
min C, has not shown that gum ine 
flammation or gingivitis: developed. 
When pum inflammation is present, 
it is always impoftan’ to make 
sure that, the patient has_ received 
cnough Vitamin C, but the treat- 
ment of gum disease with Vitamin 
C alone is not satisfactory. 


Symptoms of Vitamin -B- -complex 
deficiency also develop In the 
mouth. For example, when there 
is a deficiency of riboflavin, part of 
the Vitamin B-comptiex, there ts 
often cracking and inflammation at 
the corners of the mouth. This fs 
frequently accompanied by a typleel 
infammation of the tongue, 
which the tongue has 4 purplish-red 
colour.
